This acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Office of Inspector General (OIG), dated 
September 18, 2013, and seeking the database of possible excessive use of force 
allegations underlying report number OIG-13-1 14, "CBP Use of Force Training and 
Actions To Address Use of Force Incidents" (copy enclosed for reference). DHS-OIG 
received your request on September 19, 2013, and assigned it the above-referenced 
tracking number. 

Your request has been placed in the queue for processing in the order in which it was 
received. Although DHS-OIG' s goal is to respond within 20 business days of receipt of 
your request, the FOIA does permit a 10-day extension of this time period under 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552(a)(6)(B). Because of the need to examine a voluminous amount of records, DHS- 
OIG hereby invokes this 10-day extension for your request, and estimates a response to 
your request to be provided within 30 business days. Please note, however, that the 
actual time required to respond to your request depends on the complexity of voluminous 
records located. If you care to narrow the scope of your request, please contact our 
office. We will make every effort to comply with your request in a timely manner. 

We have not yet made a decision on your request for a fee waiver. We will do so after 
we determine whether fees will be assessed for this request.
